Chief Bailiff Thomas J. ‘Hunter of the new 4 
Municipal court is likely to have trouble 
today over some of the ex-conatables he has 
appointed as bailiffé. | 

Though Mr. Hunter said yesterdey that 
he was the master of his office and that 
“the newspapers ;would have a hell of a 
time if they tried to run it,” the judges pre- 
pared to tell him that there ie a higher 
power than the bailiff. They wil} remove 
promptly any of the new appointees, who 
fail’ to come up to the high requirements | 
fixed by the bench. 

The Municipal judges have supreme power 
over all the appointments of the chief bailiff 
and the chief clerk, and when they learned | 
of the record of some of Hunter’s ap- 
pointees. they held a secret meeting and 


made up an official otder which will be |. 


served formally upon Hunter and Chief 
Clerk Galpin this: morning. Mr. Galpin’s 
appointments, made last night, have not 
come under the searchlight yet. 


Justices Serve Notice on Hunter. 

This order is a virtual threat to Mr. Hun- 
ter and Mr. Galpin. Itisas follows:

He 
was with Constable Julius Biederman when 
Biederman was murdered in slot machine 
raid in Blue Island two years ago. 

Herman Kruckstein, constable in Justice 
Severson’s court; was never indicted, but 
was defendant in suit to keep him from qual- 
ifying as constable two years ago before 
Judge Chetlain. At time of suit Kruckstein 
held two of Judge Chetlain’s notes for $500. 

William B. Scott, constable in Justice Un- 
derwood’s court; formerly printer. 

Joseph D. Slater, free lance constable. 
Years ago, the police say, Slater was under 
arrest several times, 

Slater was a member of the detective bu- 
reau for two years, being discharged from 
the force by a general order. 

He was one of the old “ Dicky ” Dean band 
of racetrack constables. Slater traveled 
with “ Big Ed” Kelly and had an office at 
one time at 119 La Salle street. 

Michael Whalen, formerly a free lance 
constable in the south town. Whalen denied 
loudly that he ever was a constable, exhibit-

The Christian church has been giving bak- 
ery sales, bazaars, and entertainments once | 
a week, which averaged a profit of $10 each. 
Objection was raised to these, and, as a re- 
sult, resolutions were adopted providing that 
the church hereafter will not lend its sup- 
port to any function at members’ houses or 
elsewhere for which a fixed price of admis- 
sion is charged, and urging thatchurch mem- 
bers contribute directly to the support of the 


church.

THE NEW MUNICIPAL COURTS. 

_ The new Municipal court judges have 
been holding frequent meetings since their 
election to diseuss the many problems [ 
connected with the inauguration of a new 
system and to make plans for the. best 
possible results for all concerned. The 
time has now come for the commence- 
ment of actual service, and the hopes of 
the community are high. 

The old fashioned system of justices of 
the peace elected by the local constitu- 
encies, which works satisfactorily in most 
rural communities, was abandoned so far 
as Chicago was concerned «more than 
thirty years ago. In its place was sub- 
stituted a method which was looked to for 
securing much better results. It seemed 
certain that if the judges of the higher 
courts were to make out a list of suit- 
able names for appointment by the gov- 
ernor of the commonwealth that sifting of 
material would secure a body of justices 
much above the average in ability and 
efficiency. 

But there has been constant complaint 
against the system, no matter what might

SHALL: FOOTBALL STAY? 

The discussions regarding’ the game of 
football which had influence in modifying” 
materially, the playing rules were attended 
by certain considerations altogether aside 
from the question of brutality upon the 
field. A year’s expesitnce has led to a 
feeling that the game as new played is 
much safer than undér the old rules, the 
| Bumber of severe, accidents having been 

greatly reduced. But there’ is another 
phase of the subject which is now attract- 
ing ‘wttention. It is connected with the 
spirit of ‘the.game so far as the contest- 
ants are concerned. 

The alumni of the University of Michi- 
gan, at their annual smoker, expressed 
their earnest desire that a game be played 
between the elevens representing Michi- 
gan and Chicago. No ganie was per- 
mitted in 1906 because the feeling between 
the two had become so bitter that it was 
felt by the authorities in charge of the 
educational policy of the institutions that 
it was time to put an end to snch a state 
of affairs. Columbia university sup- 
pressed the game entirely and Northwest- 
ern refused to permit intercollegiate con- 
tests. The number of games permitted 
to members of the western college organi- 
zation was limited to five, and there was 
a marked determination to make football 
take a less conspicuous place in the col- 
lege world.. 

Now Harvard and Yale are talking of 
severing relationships, and the president 
of the former university 1s quoted as. say- 
ing that he does not think it would be 
much.of a loss. On the other hand, 
crowds of Columbia students have been 
parading the streets in the vicinity of the 
ubiversity ‘crying in unison, “ We want 
-football!” in measured cadence as they 
marched along. And out west the con- 
ference which regulates the game is re- 
ported to be planning to increase the limit 
of five games to seven or eight. It is clear 
from these varying views of students and 
educators that there is no satisfactory 
understanding as yet on certain mora!) 
phases of the sport called football. Until 
such an understanding is reached there 
ought to be no step backward. 

Director Stagg takes sharp issue with 
President Eliot’s theory that tennis and 
rowing are the only sports in which hon- 
.orable play is practiced, and that, there. 
fore, it would do no harm to have foot- 
ball, baseball, basketball, and hockey for- 
bidden. He beMeves that hard play de- 
velops character, but is always insistent 
upon ¢lean and honorable sportsmanship. 
Without healthy sport there would be a 
tendency to deterioration of young men 
which would have a marked effect. on the 
race. The two views represent the ex- 
tremes of belief, and they indicate that 
those who have given their lives to work 
in college circled are by no means agreed 
even upon essentials. In other words, 
while the year soon to close has seen 
notable improvements in the morale of 
football, it is. an open question whether 
thére should be anything. in the way of 
radical change allowed without another 
season’s experience. The world would go 
on just the same whether Harvard played 
Yale or Michigan Chicago. Another year 
of absence of the latter game might be 
as valuable in clearing up the atmosphere 
as would be a breakjbetween the former. 
What is most peeded is the definite rele. 
gation of college sport to its rightful 
place as entirely subordinate to the edu- 
eational curriculum.

The reasons for this are connected with empire 


the cost of labor and ‘the smaller “density 
of population. ‘They are purely financial 
and have no connection with government 
ownership. In fact, the railroads of 
Great Britain, which are owned -privately 
but under strict government control, are 
safer than the government owned rail- 
roads of. the continent. 

In everything ‘except safety the Amefi- 
can railroads are superior to the conti- 
nental roads. "The cars are cleaher, more 
convenient, and more comfortable. The 
employés are more civil and obliging. 
Tle depot accommodations and the facili- 
ties for obtaining tickets and handling 
baggage are better. The trains make bet- 
ter time and adhere more closely to their 
schedules. Personal outrages are almost 
unknown on American railroads, while the 
compartment system common in Europe 
lends itself to ossault, robbery, blackmail, 
and murder. Overcrowding, while com-. 
mon enough on suburban trains, is rare 
on through trains, and may always be 
avoided byreserving seats in advance. 
Travel in sleeping cars or chair cars costs 
less than first class travel in ‘Europe, and 
sleeping cars in Hurope are at almost pro- 


bibitive prices. . 
The character of government officials 


way employés in many > European states 
leads to a scorn of the general public on 
the one hand and a subserviency, based 
upon petty grafting, on, the other hand. 
Strong language to a careless employé be- 
eomes virtually lese majesty, to be paid 
for in jail, while a judicious bribe will 


to be overlooked. The average man fares 
nowhere so badly as in contact with gov- 
ernment officials, before whom all citizens 
are, theoretically, equal. Another phase 
of government ownership is the  disar- 
rangement of the whole service to accom- 
modate military officiels ‘or traveling po- 
tentates. Routes are chosem from strate- 
gic reasons rather than to suit traffic, but 
that is not so bad as the habit of making 
all private business subordinate to gov- 
ernment business, even where the former 
is urgent and the other unimportant.

council, For instance, the law: locating the 
Supreme court of thie empire at Leipsic in- 
stead of at Berlin was opposed bitterly by 
Prussia and by.. fits soveréign,. who were 
obliged to submit to the wishes of the major- 
ity of other states of the confederation. 

Nor is it true that the kaiser hae the power 
to plunge his country into war.’ By the terms 
of the constitution the kaiser can act upon 
his own initiative only in repelling an actual 
hostile invasion of German-soll. In all other 
cases the consent of the bundesrath—that is, 
of the council of allied sovereigns—is indis- 
pensabie. ‘Che emperor is the exécutive-.offi- 
cer of the bundesrath or council, and the state 
power of the German empire is c@itered not 
tn him but in it. 

This may convey some faint idea, until‘now 
widely ignored, of the limitations which the 
constitution of the German empire places 
upon the kaisér. That his most bitter adver- 
saries and savage critics should have been 
unable to take up the challenge of the chan- 
cellot, Prince Bttlow, and to cite a single in- 
stance where the kaiser, during his near nine- 
teem years’ reign, has infringed the restric- 
tions imposed upon him as emperor by the 
constitution, shows in a conclusive fashion 
how little justified are most of the attacks 
which are made upon him, both in his own 
country and abroad, in connection with his. 
alleged absolutism.

Baron Henry Rothschild, the one member 
of the famous financial aynasty who has 
turned his attention to medicine instead of 
to banking, and who Has becéme Célebrated 
not ohly as the leading specialist in France 
on maladies of children but also as the mu- 
nificent founder of ali sorts of hospitals and 
asylums for afflicted children, has just de- 
livered before the Academy of Medicine at 
Paris an addreés which deservee careful at- 
tention in America as well as in Europe. 

It consisted of nothing more nor less than 
a warning as to the germe of maladies which 
too frequently are transmitted from the ori- 
ent by textile fabrics and curios, and the 
baron urges all purchasers of such goods from 
ythe orient to subject them to thé most care- 
ful disinfection before placing them in their 
rooms..’The baron cited numerous inetanoces 
of digeases, notably dysentery, etc., which 
had been imported from the far east into fam- 
flies in Europe in this fashion. 

How necessary is this warning may be gath- 
ered. from the fact, which I mentioned some 
years ago in these letters, that whenever a 
rich Moslem dies in Persia, central Asia, 
Egypt, Turkey,,etc:, his bodty,‘ in, accordance 
with his dying request, almost invariably is 
sent to Mecca or Medina forfinal burial. ‘The 
conveyance of the body, which fortunately 
ig @& most expensive process, Je eMected for 
the most part by means 3 camels, andrfor 
the trip the corpse always is in sev- 
eral of the most costly and valuable, of/thé 
rugs of the deceased. 

When the so-called ‘‘ caravan of the dead,” 
composed of hundreds of camels, each with 
a coffin slung on either side, reaches its des- 
tination at Mecca or Medina, these rugs be- 
come the perquisites of the people who have 
had charge of the caravan, who realize large 
sume, by their sdle. They eventually find 
their way into the bazaafs of Smyrna, 
Cairo, Alexandria, and Constantinople, and 
thence to the houses of the rich in Europe 
and in America. 
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King Haakon’s recent investiture with the 
order of the Garter has served to recall at- 
tention to the fact that its knights are sup- 
posed to wear the badge or ‘‘ George ” of the 
order at alltimesand places. The‘ George ”’ 
consists of the figure of St. George on. horse- 
back in the act of. overcoming the dragon, 
and is of gold and enamel. The late prince 
coneort, who was a most conscientious man, 
never was without it, and even when wear- 
ing’ a frock coat (which.in this country was 
invested with his name—viz.: ‘‘ the Prince Al- 
bert’) would wear. the blue ribbon of the 
order over his shirt and underneath his waist- 
coat, from the edge of which the bit of color 
occasionally was apparent. 

Emperor Frederick was equally strict in 
his observance of the statutes of the order, 
which he had solemnly sworn to obey, and 
used to wear the smaller ‘‘ George ’’ at one 
end of hia watch chain on ordinary occasione, 
of courge without the ribbon. In fact he 
never was without it. 

The grandfather of the present duke of 
Abercorn, even still more punctilious, made 
a point of wearing the badge of the order, 
blue ribbon and all, even when going out 
shooting or hunting, while the eccentric sev- 
enth duke of Bedford, who was terribly 
skinny, used to wear not only hie ‘* George ”’ 
but even the actual garter on all occasions, 
the garter being buckled on his left leg be- 
low the knee over his trousers, in a most pe- 
culiar fashion, in daytime. At night for din- 
ner he of course cut a less extravagant fig- 
ure by wearing knee breeches with his garter. 

A curious plece of etiquette requires that 
when knights of the Garter dine at one an- 
other's houses they should always wear the 


} star and ribbon of the order, and of course 


those who possess the order are required al- 
ways to don it when dining with English roy- 
alty. The king is particular about this, and 


taken to task by his sovereign for having 
omitted to comply with this requirement.

Recital by Mrs. Zeisler. 

Mrs Bloomfield Zeisler received flattering 
proof of the high esteem in which she is held 
by her Chicago adméfrers and friends yester- 
Gay afternoon. For the first time in two 
years she appeared locally in public, and Or- 
chestra hall wae virtually filled when stie 
came on the stage to begin her recital) pro- 
gram. Ilimess had threatened her profession- 
al activity since last she had played here, and 
the welcome given her showed that the ma- 
jority of thowe present had known of that 
illness and now rejoiced that it had passed, 
and that the admired planist again is able 
to resume her work, 

The afternoon served to convince that Mra. 
Zeisler has suffered in nowise pianistically 
by her months of absence from the concert 
platform. She gave her program not only 
with all the technical gurety and fineese and 
the musical andeartistic finish which char- 
acterized her performance when last she was 
heard but also with much of thedash end 
nefvous intensity. which distinguished . her 
playing several yearsago. The last few years 
Mrs. Zeisler seemed to strive after a certain 
classic repose; she banked the fire that for- 
merly had blazed forth from her interpreta- 
tions and: sought to be intellectual and se- 
date. She really thus threw astde that which 
had been most individual and attractive in 
her playing, and became little more than con~ 
vertional. Yesterday this calmer mood had 
been laid aside. The old time flery Zeisler 
was again present, and the resukt was a re~ 
cital which aroused the audience to enthu- 
siasm such ag formerity was the regulation 
thing at her concerts. It was the Zeisler, in- 
dividual, temperamental, and brilliant, and 
her return was subject for neught save satis- 
faction. and felicitation. 

As for the program, it scarcely calle for 
detailed comment. It was made up largely 
of selections which Mrs. Zeisler has played 
here before—selections which are closely as- 
sociated with her fame, and which, from her, 
are gladiy Nstened to by the public.
